EUROPEAN DISPATCHES. 



Fnrtlior Cabinet Appointments— Chi- 
nese Loan Subscribed in London 
Nearly Twelve Times. 

Macedonian Question Arousing Con- 
siderable Anxiety— Rescuers of the 
" Elbe " Survivors Rewarded. 



London, July 4.— The Earl of Pembroke 
lias boon appointed Lord Steward ; tho Eirl 
of Lathom, Lord Chamborlaln ; the Earl of 
Ouslow, Undor-Soorotary for India ; the 
Earl of Dudley, Parliamentary Secretory of 
tho Board of Trade ; Mr. H. T. Anstruther, 
M.P. for St. Andrew's district, Lord Scan 
ley, M.P. for tho West Houghton division 
of Lancashire, and Mr. VV. Hayes Fisher, 
M P. for Fulham, Junior Lords of the 
Treasury. 

At the Queen's special dcBSro, tho royal 
household will not bo changod until after 
the Btato ball on July 15. 

Tho Times financial arttole to-morrow 
will say that tho Chinese loan of one million 
pounds was subscribed nearly twelvo times. 

Tho war indemnity to be paid by China 
to Japan undor the provisions of tho Shim- 
onesoki treaty amounts to 288.800,000 
Moxlcan silver dollars. 

By general oonaent all political parties in 
Venezuela are maintaining a Btriot truoe. 
No man can bo elected president who is 
weak on this quostion. 

According to advices received in Colon 
Peru has mado ample apology for Insulting 
the British vioe consul, William Fry, in 
September, when Fry woa arrested and com- 
pelled to subscribe a forced loan. The Peru- 
vian prcBs confirms a report of French capi- 
talists offering Peru a loan on a condition 
entirely beneficial to the Peruvian corpora- 
tion, 

Denmark Intends to construct a naval 
port on tho island of Bornholm Several 
vessels attempting to pass through the 
Baltic-North Sea canal have boon strandod 
and obliged to remain where they were all 
night. It will ba abaolutoly neceBBary to 
oarry out a thorough and extensive dredg- 
ing process before the canal can be used for 
practioal purposes. 

The Clyde yachtsmen to day appear more 
than over eonvinoed that tho Valkyrie III 
was not sailed for all she was worth on Wed- 
nesday. 

A correspondent in Rio Janeiro telegraphs 
that the Italiun minister in that city is very 
angry at the difficulties he has encountered 
in the Brazilian foreign office in endeavour- 
ing to secure tho payment to his government 
of an indemnity which It olaime is due. 
The minister has intimated that unless a 
speedy settlement of the matter is made 
he will ask for his passports. The 
indemnity is olaimed for torturing several 
Italian subjects during tho trouble resulting 
from the revolution. Rio Janeiro continues 
In a disturbed stato. Several newspaper 
offices are guarded by policemen, while 
mounted officers have been armed and patrol 
the principal streets in anticipation of a 
aorious outbreak. Large bodios of armed 
troops await ordera at the barracks. 

The Mayor of Lowestoft to-day preaentod 
to tho orew of the fishing boat Wildflower 
the Emperor William's gift and the gold 
medal subaoribed for in America for the 
resoue by the Wildflower'a crew of the aur- 
vivora of tho steamship Elbo disaster. 

The Kaiser started from Kiel for Stock- 
holm to day on board the Imporial yacht 
Hoheczollern. 

Rev. J. A. Forrest la one among three 
oandidates who have been recommended to 
the Popo by the congregation of the Propa- 
ganda for Iiishop of San Antonio, Tex, Tho 
name of tho appointee will not be mado 
known for aomo days yet. 

In the Italian chamber of deputies to-day 
Signor G all], under secretary of stato, called 
Signor Marohailie a liar, and as a roeult 
there will bo a aabro duel in the morning. 

Tho Macedonian question is causing much 
oxcitoniont at Philippopolls. The town last 
night was placarded with posterB reading : 
" The hour of revolt has Btruck. The voice 
of long Buttering Macedonia calls for help." 
Tho posterB were removed by tho polioo 
after they wero read by many peoplo. 

A Times dispatch from Constantinople 
says that thero is every probability that 
serious evonta are imminent in Macedonia. 
L'irge sums of money havo been collected in 
Bulgaria, and Martini rifles have boon pur- 
chased and secretly sent to Macedonia. Tho 
Timos goes on to say : " An outbreak would 
ontail buoIi terriblo atrocities through tho 
inability of Turkey to control the turbulent 
Albanians that the European powers may bo 
compelled to assemble a congross to discuss 
tho Sultan's offer of a general eystom of re- 
forms for tho Christian provinoea in Turkey.' 

German and French bimetallists have 
puoaod a resolution in favor of international 
bimetallism at a fixed ratio, to bo deter 
minod by an ugroement between Germany, 
France, Great Britain and the United States

CHAMBERLAIN'S COLONIAL POLICY. 

Ho Believes It Drawing the Colonies and the 
United Kingdom More Closely 
Toseihcr. 

London, July 4. — Right Hon. Josoph 
Chamberlain, tho new Secretary of Stato 
for tho Colonies, received tho repreaenta 
tivos of tho different oolonios at the Colonial 
Offioa to-day. Replying to Sir Charlos Tup 
per, tho Canadian High Commissioner, who 
was tho spokoDman of tho party, Mr. Cham 
borlaln said the colonies could roly upon his 
hearty oo-operadon to advanco thoir inter 
eats and inoreaso thoir ir,lluonoo. Continu- 
ing Mr. Chamberlain remarked that he had 
long hold strong opinions on tho importance 
of drawing closer togethor tho United King 
dom and the colonies, and ho proposod to 
push the bills to provide for the representa- 
tion of tho oolonios on tho judioial commit 
tee of tho Privy Council. 

Hon. Sir Cha-lca Tupper, Canadian high 
oommissioner, referred at length to Mr. 
Chamberlain's services In tho negotiation of 
the Troaty of Washington in 1888, and tho 
fact that although the eonato had rejected 
the treaty tho modus vivondi based theroon 
had been In practical operation over sinoe, 
and had beon oommondod by President 
Harrison on removing the friction between 
England and America on tho moat delioato 
question of all — tho fisheries.

CRISIS IN SAMOA. 

Rebels Demand the Deposition of King Malle- 
toa— Bloodshed Expected. 

Samoa, June 19. — Per steamer Alameda 
to San Franoisuo, July 3. — The situation be- 
tween the two partiea hero haa reached a 
stage whioh may be deaoribed aa critioal. 
The rebel party laBt week hold a meeting 
attended by several thousands. Although 
the rebels expressed a desire for peace, thoy 
mado tho principal condition of poace the 
deposition of King Maliotoa. Their meet- 
ing was hold undor tho guidance of H. J. 
MoorB. There is a atrong feeling aguinsii 
him for hia action in tho matter, and it is 
oxpocted that he will bo called to account 
for it. A mooting was held on tho German 
warship Busaard yestorday, when six of the 
rebel chiefs, a like number of tho govern- 
ment putty, and the threo consuls aOlondod. 
Nothing has eo far transpired as to what; 
was dono. It will bo impossible for the 
consuls to arrango a peace having for its 
baaia tho downfall of Mulietoa. It is gener- 
ally thought that ero long blood will bo 
ahed. No feoling of unity prevails amongst 
the foreign officials, in fact rolationa .*re 
very much strainod umongst them. 



STANDARD OIL. 



The MonopoIlBta Convinced That It Is No 
Longer Good Policy to Embark In 
Outside Enterprises. 

Chicago, July 4 —A special to tho 
Times-Herald from New York a&ya : The 
Standard Oil Company has sold every 
dollar of Its holdings in the Chicago 
trust. This information is baaed on 
official authority. It accounta for the re- 
cent sensational dooline In Chicago gas. 
It la admitted that a transfer of a ma- 
jority of tho Standard's holdings waa mado 
by Norman B. Ream of the Chicago gas 
light and coke company, who 1b supposed 
to represent a ayndioato of Chicago 
capitalists. Henry B. Payne, represent- 
ing thf> Standard oil company, holds $14,- 
000,000 of the $25,000,000 worth of Ohioago 
gas chares. John D. Rockefeller, Senator 
Brlce and othor Standard oil magnates had 
a conference on the rcoeipt of the news that 
Governor Altgeld had vetoed some of the 
measures, which, had they become laws, 
would havo materially benefited the trust. 
Mr. Rockefeller, it Is said, expressed 
the conviction that it ' waa no 
longer good policy for the Standard 
to invest in outaldu enterprise, on aocount 
of the growing hostility of the publio to auch 
enormous aggregations o) capital. 

FOR THE PACIFIC COAST. 

Gloucester Fishermen Said to He Coming Out 
In lumbers to tho Pacific Coast. 

Seattlk, July 4 —Thero Is a atrong 
probability that a Glouoostur fishing Heet of 
about forty-five vessolu will leave the Eaat 
in the eprlng for tho North Paolfio Coast to 
engago in the fishing bueluess. A sea captain 
who la also an old time Gloucester skipper 
says that ho had tho newa from first hands 
thut the Snyward fleet of vessels would 
probably sail for the Cottst at that tlmo. 
Thero are 1,200 fishing boats sailing out of 
Gloucester and the fish ha"o grown ao scarce 
that it no longer pays. Pho Saywards as 
well en others have too much money in their 
vessels to lose and, aa they cannot got it out, 
they are looking for new grounds. One of 
tho Saywarda is in British Columbia now 
and he was told by this momber of tho firm 
what thoy contemplated doing. They will 
give employment to 200 to 300 men. Tho 
Beet la made up of tip-top boats and their 
appearance hero will be the aignal for many 
othora to follow. 



FIRES AND DROUGHT. 

Parts of Germany and Austria Severely Visited 
—Heavy Loss of Life. 

London, July 4 —A dispatch to tho 
Standard from Berlin says that after four 
days of oxoeBBivo hoat severe thundcratorma 
Iiavo ocooircd in various parts of Germany. 
Numerous reports havo beon receivod from 
Sicily and the Rhi'ie distriots of futilities, 
and ths burning r.f barns and farm produce 
by lightning. During tho drought the fires 
wero exceedingly destructive. Half of tho 
village of Oberkail, near Treves, waa 
destroyed. Tho lower par'B of Vienna are 
flooded. The storm has destroyed the en- 
tire vine crop about tho Viennese suburbs 
of Simmoring, Crirzin^ and Nuasdorf.

The Government oan only pay for eight 
days' training of the militia during the com- 
ing fiscal year owing to the reduced appro- 
priation. 

British Columbia affairs ocoupied a good 
share of the attention of parliament to- 
night. Messrs. Davies and Prior spoke 
vigorously In regard to the delay in settling 
the Ruasian seizure claims. 

Sir C. H. Tupper said the government had 
done everything in its power to bring the 
Imperial government to time, and he could 
not aocount for the delay. 

Messrs. Mara, Corbould and Prior spoka 
on Indian questions. 

Then Col. Prior brought up the question 
of the ratea paid for printing the voters'

INDEPENDENCE DAY. 

It Is Celebrated "With Due Eclat in London 
and by the American Colony 
in Purls. 

London, July 4. — The celebration of the 
Fourth of July in London began with the 
much advertised " meet " of the Amerioan 
vchioles at 11 o'clock this morning in Hyde 
Park. Largo crowds of people lined tho 
road from Hyde Purk corner to the maga- 
zine, where tho vehicles assembled. The 
turnout, however, wus not a very oredit- 
able display, it inoluded about a dozen 
buggies and phaetons, coupboardEi and a few 
carta, maklDg a total of twenty vehicles. 
During the afternoon visiting Americans, in 
responeo to u notico in tho newspapers, 
oalled at tho residence of Mrs. Bayard, wife 
of United States Ambassador Thomas W. 
Bayard, and were oordially received by the 
hostess in tho absonce of Mr. Bayard, who 
is etill out of town. Over 400 acceptances 
for the dinner were reoeived by the Ameri- 
oan society. Hon. Wayne MoVoagh, United 
States ambassador to Italy, presided al the 
Boaioty's dinner in the absence of Mr. 
Hayard. 

Paws, July 4. — Tho principal event of 
tho aolobration of Independence day here by 
the Amerioan colony was tho dinner which 
tho American Chambor of Commerce gave 
in celebration of tho glorious Fourth. Tho 
guoBts numborod about 350, and among 
them were M Hanotuux, tho French minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, M. do Belleville, M. 
Birtholdi, tho presidents of tho French, 
lb ill&n and Be'gian chambers of oommoro^, 
and Mr. S E Morse, U S. coiiBul-genoral. 
The U.S. ambassador, Mr. JamoB P. Eustis, 
presided, and Mr. Stophon H Tyng, presi- 
dent of the Amerioan chamber of com- 
merce, dolivered the introduolory speech. 
M. Hanotaux responded by proposing the 
health of the Presidenb of France, M. 
Faure. In so doing he paid a glowing 
tribute to tho United States, which, he said, 
within a century had acquired the first 
rauk among the nations of tho globe. Con- 
Bul-General Morse then proposed the health 
of President Cleveland, a proposition which 
was received with three hearty oheere and a 
"tiger." 

HUDSON BAY EAILWAY. 

Strong Resolution Calling on the Government 
to Aid the Project— Want a Local 
Lieut. -Governor. 

Winnipeg, July 4 — (Spoolal)— At a meet 
ing af the senior Conservative association of 
Winnipeg laat nighb a strongly worded reso 
lution wob passed unanimously calling upon 
tho Dominion government to pass tho order 
in counoil granting aid to tho Winnipog & 
Hudson's Bay railway, of which there haB 
been so muah talk reoently. The resolution 
oonoludes : " Be i; therefore roaolved 
that we regard with alarm the possi- 
bility of the government allowing the 
present session of parliament to oloBe 
without having passed a measure ratifying 
aald order in counoil, as auoh inaotion or 
abandonment of policy on their part 
would caueo widespread discontent and 
bitter disappointment amongst tha people 
who look upen a railway to Hudson's Bay as 
a vital and immediate publio necessity, and 
would have a mostserious tendenoy to alien- 
ate from tho Conservative party many of 
those who now warmly support its wise and 
progres Ive administration. "A strongly 
worded resolution waa alao adopted depre- 
cating the appointment of a non-reaidonb to 
the office of Lieutenant Govornor, and urg- 
ing tho immediate appointmonc of a resident 
and representative Manitoban. 



JIN WOES AND JINGOISM. 

Tammany Orators Demand an Aggressive Re- 
affirmation of the Monroe Doctrine as 
Against England. 

New York, July 4 —Spooking at the 
Tammany Sooioty's Fourth of July colebra- 
tion to-day, Ex governor Campbell of Ohio 
referred to tho attitudo of England at the 
present day aa regards tho Monroe Doc- 
trine. " Sho aeoms " ho said, "to be en- 
deavoring to force us to aggressively ro- 
uflirm tho Monroe dootrine or abandon it." 
He said it had become lately tho fashion 
among a few to sneer at patriotism and call 
a patriotic man a jingo. The term now 
meant as a reproaoh would soon be a 
mark of respect and honor, and if a man 
who upholds tho Monroe dootrine is a jingo, 
then 1b every man a jingo who loves his 
country, her institutions, her people and 
her flag. Aa tho apeaker finished the 
audienoo rose to Ita feot and oheered wildly. 
Referring to Governor Campbell's apoeoh, 
ox Governor Walker, of Conneotiout, who 
followed, said : " If tho prlncipleB ho 
enunoiatos is jingoism, then I am a jingo 
and I don't bolieve I will go homo alone. 
(Groat applauso.) Shoot tho man on the 
Bpol with bullets or bullotB who foils to raiBe 
our dig whenever it ought to bo flying." A 
Btorm of applauso followed the conclusion of 
Mr. Walker's epoooh.

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OUK OTTAWA LETTER. 



The Situation and the Manitoba 
School Question Agitation— 
Opposition Scandal. 



B.C. Members Urgent in Advocating: 
the Iuterestsjof Their 
Province. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Juno 29 — There haa beon cou 
aldorable exoitemont during the pant few 
daya with reference to the oourso whioh the 
government will take on the Manltob 
Bchool queation, now that Mr. Greonway'a 
formal reply of rcfuaal to obey the remedial 
order la on ita way to Ottawa. Some news- 
paper eorreapondente have aought to mini- 
mize tha gravity of tho political situation, 
but when thirty members from tho province 
of Quebec meet in secret aoaaion and decide 
to bring the government round to their 
vieWB, lb ia not difficult to realize that tho 
situation ia somewhat critical. Everything 
dependn upon the lino of action whioh the 
government will take. If they deolde to In- 
troduce a remedial law this session, and it Is 
highly probable that such will bo tho oaso, 
they will receive praotioally tho unanimous 
votoof the representatives from tho Provinoo 
of Quebec, Liberals ui well as Coneerva 
tivea. Qu 'ho other hand rhey will alienate 
a lar^o number of tho Couservativo mem- 
bers from t ho Province ol Ontario, who ein 
not and will not vote for remedial legisla- 
tion. The number of thoao who may bo 
placed in this category is given as thirty. 
If, however, tho government; decides not to 
bring down remedial legislation this soasion, 
then the poBkioj of affairs will likely be 
rovcrsod. A private member representing 
a Quebeo constituency may introduce a 
resolution condemning tho govornment for 
nob introducing a remedial law, and it is not 
at all uulikely that all tho Quoboo contin- 
gent — Liberals as well as Conservatives — 
would have to vote for it. Whether the 
aeoeaalona from 

THE MINISTERIAL RANKS 

would be aufficionb to defeat the Govern- 
ment is a moot point. Ib will be seen from 
these observations thab there Ib room for 
anxiety among those who desire to eeo no 
break In the Conservative party.' The 
Miniftsrlal membera from Ontario would 
like thequestion putovarforanotheryoar.but 
theBleuaiDsiabthatthoy must have a remedial 
law this aeBsion, otherwise they dare not 
venture to faoe their constituents. They 
hold oub aa an Inducement to tho Ontario 
Conservatives to fall into line with them 
that with remedial legislation on the statute 
bonk thoy will be ablo to Bweep Qaebco at 
the next general olectionB. Per coutra, it is 
olaimed by the Ontario Conservatives that 
this Idea of a united Catholio support from 
Quebeo for tho Conaorvative party ia a 
fallacious one, and that this was oloarly 
proven by tho roeultlnVeroherestwomonthj 
ago. If the Qaebeo memberR are to bo 
■ waved by what the Government has dono, 
and will do, for the minority in Manitoba, 
surely gratitude should have shown itaelf at 
the election in question. 

As previously atated the outlook aeems to 
poiDtto the faotthab the Quebeo men 

WILL GAIN THE DAY, 

and that a remedial measure will bo Intro- 
duced. In thab ovent the prompb reaigna- 
tiona of Controllers Wallace and Wood may 
be looked for. Both are Orangemen and 
both represent strongly ProteBtanb oonatitu- 
enclea. Mr. Wood, who ia an able man and 
a Bound lawyer, might bo dlapoaed to look 
at the question more from the standpoint of 
constitutional right than his colleague Mr. 
Wallace, who oommibted himself two or 
three months ago to a policy of non-inter- 
ference with Manitoba. Mr. Wood is a 
Btrong advocate of non-lnterferenoe with 
Manitoba and consequently as a member of 
the Ministry, although not responsible for 
any share in shaping its polloy, if the propo- 
sition ho mado to bring down a remedial law 
then there will be nobhing lefb but for Mr. 
Wallace and him to atop oub. 

For two sittings this week tho house was 
treated to a rehash of the opposition policy 
on the attack on tho Curran bridge affair. 
No now faot was adduced and no new argu- 
menb was presented. I call attention to the 
diBonsBion in order to point out tho sbraita 
to whioh the opposition are driven for a 
policy. Au old time Liberal who is to day 
occupying a public position, but whoee pol- 
itical affinities are, if anything, even yet 
with the oppoaition, remarked to me yester- 
day that he had nover aeon a more lament- 
able failure to impress the public mind than 
tho opposition had manifeated this aeasion. 
All thab they seom to be able to do ia to talk 
acandal, and whatever thoy resurroct hae 
been thrashed out and dlapoaed of BCBalons 
ago. The opposition iB dearly in want of a 
policy, and doubtloss the loaders will be glad 
if some bright young politician should come 
along and suggest a line of action whioh 
would enable tho parPy to stand bettor bo- 
fore tho country than it does to-day. 

IR1TIS1I COLUMBIA'S MEMBERS. 

It is worthy of remark that tho British 
Columbia mombora have made thomsolvc8 
more conspicuous in debato this year that in 
any previous session. Col. Prior has re- 
peatodly stood up to advocate tho IntoroBta 
of BritiBh Columbia, and hiB request of 
Thursday for a British man-of-war to be 
sent to Retiring aoa thia year will likely be 
acceded to. 

In supply loat night Messrs Corbould, 
Mara and Haslam all apoko. 

Mr Corbodld apoko as follows i I am 
«orry to boo iho item for tho Improvement of 
the Fraaer rivor haa been dropped to the 
Bum of $10,000. At no time in the history 
of British Columbia has lb been more neoea- 
niyfo'an expenditure to bo made on the 
FraBer rivor than at the present timo. The 
oommibteo will romomber thab last year the 
rallcy of tho Fraeor waa vlaitod by a flood 
which dm immeneo damago. At that time 
the loador of tho government, Sir John 
Thompson, announced thab tho Dominion 
govornment woro ontering into a joint 
sahomo with the Provincial government to 
oa-ry on extensive works of b.iprovoment on 
that river. Laab year a survey of the 
Fraaor waB commenced. Tho small amount 
of $5,000 waa placed in tho estimates, and 
tho work waa proceoded with. But thiB 
year I Bee that no Bum la to be voted for the 
Burvey of the Fraser. I should liko to ask 
the minister whethor it is tho intention of 
the government to drop tho survey or con- 
tinue it. 

Mr. Ouimkt — The survey of tho Fraaor 
rivor, as I am informod, is comploted bo far 
aa it ia neceBaary to aacortain what improvo 
mont works are to bo oarried oub to aeouro 
uniformity of tho ohannol, and to provcub 
tho erosion of tho Bhoros, But thab bolonga 
to tho Dominion govornmenb only so far aa 
it may interfero, by changes of the ohannol, 
with navigation, We are nob bound to do 
the work of protecting individual property, 
but we are bound to do work that Is neces- 
sary to prevenb tho ohannol being altered 
continuously, as it is inclined to bo altorod 
every timo the wator becomes very high. 
What) work is to be continued. The c.mounb 



ab our disposal Is perhaps not eo large aa we 
would desire to aoe it, but I oan assure tho 
hou. gentleman it will bo put to good use 
The work already dono. haa boon very use 
ful, and I hopo that next year we will be 
ablo to spend a larger amount ao a8 bo in 
oreaso the benefit that has followed tho 
Work dono by tho department in tho dtreo 
tiun of tho improvement of tho Fraaor river 
navigation. 

MR. CoKBOULD— This $10,000 iaonly to- 
wards the improvement of tho mouth of the 
river? 

Mr Odimet— Yes. 

Mr Coruould -I can quite understand 
that tho Dominion government is nob liable 
to keop tho river from oveitl>wing, only as 
regarda keeping the river in its proper chan- 

il ? 

Mr Ouimet -Yes. 

Mb. Coiu'.odld — Thorefore the survey 
waa made. Surely the minister waa mis- 
taken in eaying that the work ia comploted, 
bocause it ia not half way down the river 
yet. 

Mr Ouimet — I am aaaured by my chief 
engineer that eo far aa we require informa 
tion the work of surveying done ia auffi- 
oienb. SurveyB had been dono bafore, and 
tho work done laat year waa only to com- 
plete what waB required. Probably the 
hon. gentloman refers to another survey 
aaked for by the local government in order 
to aacortain what moans ehould bo taken to 
prevent floods from taking place, as thoy did 
'ast year, and generally to prevent their re- 
currence and damage being done. Thia has 
formed a Bubjeot of negotiation with the 
provincial govornment, and negotiationa 
have not come to a termination yob ; and I 
think whon the negotiations are completed 
we will bo in a poaitlon to join with tho 
looal govarnmonc in undertaking any Burvoy 
or inquiry with tho object 1 have stated, to 
ascertain if works oan be dovieed to provont 
the recurrence of theao very unfortunate 
floods that occurred laat year. 

Mr Corbodld — The eurvoys have not 
been dropped. 
Mr. Ouimet - No. 

Mr. Mara — Last year Mr. Gamblo, reBi 
dent engineer of tho Publlo Works Depart- 
ment In Britiah Columbia, made an examin- 
arion of the Columbia, from Golden 
RevelBtoke, with a view of ascertaining tho 
practicability and coBt of making thab part 
of the river navigable JUBt above Revel 
Btoke there is a email canyon whioh oould 
be improved at alight cost. From there to 
Death Rapids tho navigation Is tolerably 
easy, and from Death Rapids to Boat En- 
oampment, a diBtanae of 60 miles, it is easy 
navigation. Along the Canoo river there is 
a large area of good agricultural land, whioh 
oin be brought within eaay communication 
of the minee of Kootenay Like. I would 
like to know from the minister if it ia the 
intention of tho government to oarry out the 
works mentioned in his report laat year ? 

Mr. Ouimet — The information referred 
to by tho boo g>T,r|eman has been Bent to 
the df p irtn.wri • , and rhe necoaalty of nuking 
iuiprovetnbtita in the navigation of the 
river? indicated by him haa been carefully 
looked mto. On tho other hand, Informa- 
tion was received that no communication by 
steamboat waa in contemplation gov, and 
the department, having such limited re- 
sources at their disposal thia year, did nob 
see fib to ask for an appropriation. As Boon 
as thero are signs of steamboat communica- 
tion being opened up I am suro the worke 
he has referred to will be undertaken and 
oompleted, as their importance is very 
great. 

Mr. Mara— Early this spring the Publlo 
Works department, conjointly with the pro- 
vincial government, did good and substan- 
tial work on the river banks at Revelstoke 
id preventing tbo erosion of tho banka at 
that point. It is neoessary this work should" 
be extended both above and below Rovel- 
Btoke. Ia it the intention of the government 
to extend that work provided the looal gov- 
ernment will co-operate ! 

Mr. Ouimet.— Our Intention is to com- 
plete that work conjointly with the looal 
government. 

Mr Haslam — I wlBh to call tha atten- 
tion of the Minister of Public WorkB to the 
faot that some time ago I presented a re- 
quest on behalf of the board of trade of Na- 
naimo for some dredging to be dono in Na- 
naimo harbor. Laat year thero haa been an 
exporb of some $2,691,000 worth out of that 
harbor and three veaaels have touched bot- 
tom in the south channel, although In each 
Instance the veasola were drawing less water 
than the admiralty chart shows should have 
been thero. The channel Is gradually tilling 
up with silb from the river, bo that to day 
the buoys marking it are over 200 foet nort h 
of where they were a fow yeara ago. 
In view of the very large amount 
of shipping in that harbor and tho cIobo 
competition there is now in the export trade, 
very eerious damage may bo done to the 
whole of British Columbia if thero is any 
neglect in doing the dredging necessary 
to keep the ohannol in good order. There 
are two channels to the harbor, but large 
vessels cannot vory well oomo out ab the 
north channel. It la more convenient to 
come in ab the north ohannel and go oub 
ab tho south channol. Tho class of veeaela 
are gradually gotting largor, bo that to day 
it is easier to get v?BaelB carrying ,S,500 or 
4,000 tons than it was to get vessels of 
2,500 tone a fow years ago. Theae two 
circumstances together make it poBsiblo that 
in a very Bhort timo, tho chances are, voaaela 
will have to increaao thoir rate of loouraroo. 
If tho ,'ato of iuauranoo and tho chargoa are 
increased it will bo very damaging to tho 
taade, because they hav3 to oompeto very 
closely in tho markot against coal from 
Japan, Australia and England, and a few 
cents a 'di lonal very often makoa or creaks 
a trade. I hopo that the minister will take 
thia into hie consideration, and havo thab 
work dono at Nanalmo. It would bo a 
calamity to the whole province it tho ship 
ping trado woro damaged, by increaeing tho 
cost of Insurant" 

Mr. Ouimkt - Kepreaontationa havo been 
r-ooivod by thn department and instructions 
havo beon Bont Mr. Gamble, our resident 
on^lnoer, to report on tho oauao of tho 
trouble at Nanalmo, and aa to the boot 
rn ana of remedying ib. 

The Oovernmont has rceivod oopica of 
the bill to enabio colonial judges to ait as 
members of tho Judicial Committeo of tho 
Imperial Privy Counoil. It is praotically 
tbo embodiment of tho offer made to Canada 
Borne years ago, namely, thab the Dominion 
or any other colony, would bo given a ro- 
proaontatlvo upon thia committee, provided 
thab the lmporial authorities wero not called 
upon to pay tho aalary. Tho Dominion 
Government at that time declined to have 
anything to do with tho proposition, anditis 
not regarded that tho meaBure now beforo 
tho Imperial houao will bo of muoh practi- 
cal utility.

AMERICAN MISREPRESENTA T10N. 

The way that even the beat of the Ameri- 
can newspapers mutilate and misrepresent 
hlatory in matters in which the Interests of 
tholr country, real or imaginary, are con- 
cerned, in well exemplified in what the New 
Yjrk Tribune a short time ago said about 
the Alaska boundary. Contemplating the 
claim of Canada, it gave vent to its virtuoua 
indignation in the following tirade : 

A oharactaristio oxample of Britiah ag- 
gression ia furnished io the pending diapulo 
over the Alaska boundary. The boundary it- 
self is more than seventy years old ; the 
dispute scarcely six. InfPebruary, 1S25, the 
line dividing their North Amerioan posses 
Biona was fixed, with preolae particularity, 
in a treaty betweenRuasla and Great Britain. 
Id waa made aa clear on overy map us the 
lino botwoon England and Scotland. Thero 
was no mistaking it, and no one on oithor 
side did mistake ib. The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, a British corporation, recognized ib, 
and paid tribute to its validity to the extent 
of thousands of pounds sterling every year. 
In 1867 tho United States purchased Alaska 
from Russia, tho whole of it, exactly aa 
boundod in tho treaty of 1825 Great 
Britain recognised the fact. She did not 
dispute tho correctness of the boundary, but 
cjntinuod thereafter, for twenty-two years, 
to respect it, politically and commercially, 
juBb as before. 

Her taotica underwont a auddon change, 
however, in 1889 There was at that time 
no open challenge of tho boundary, uo olaim 
fjr territorial extension, no request for a 
new Burvey. But the C-madlans, alwayB 
" more loyal than the King," wilhout a 
word of warning or of explanation, made u 
hew map of that region, on which they drew 
the boundary line in an entirely new place, 
arbitrarily arranged to suit themselves. 
That was all. No now diacoveriea. No new 
survey. No new treaty. No consultation 
with the power whoao tarritory they were 
thus appropriating. Not en much as a 
civil " By your leave." They simply drew 
tho line where they Wanted it, and said that 
was where lb should be. Forthwith Great 
Britain, following her colony'e load, changed 
hor Tmps In like manner. For the laat six 
y-ars, therefore, tho matter has been in dia- 
pute. Tho Amerion contention la that the 
treaty of 1825 meant whab it said, and tho 
boundary BhouUi bo where that instrument 
placed it. The British contention ia that 
the treaty meant, nob whab it Bald, but 
something ib did not say, and the buundury 
shouid bo nob where the treaty pub it, but 
where preaenb Britiah interosts seem to 
dictate. 

Nothing could bo moro oxpliolt than tho 
troaty of 1825 It says the buundury hue 
" shall ascend along the chunnol called 
Portland Channol." But Great Britain now 
Bays not Portland but Behm Channel was 
moanb. Why ? Portland means Portland 
It does not mean Bohm any more than Hud- 
son Rlvor means Hsll Gate. Portland 
Channol was perfeotly well known ab that 
time by that name. It is a pie 56 of gratui- 
tous importineuoo to say ab this date, 
seventy years sifter, that B dim Chunnel 
was meant, and that Stratford Canning aud 
Ciunt Nessolrode negol iated and signed an 
important treaty without reading tho tex 
of it or knowing what it was about. Suoh a 
contention boars evident insincerity upon 
its face, just aa did the tricky map making 
of 1889. It ia juab such a device aa that re- 
sorted to by the same land -grabbing power 
in Venezuela, whero Esatquibo ia mado to 
road Orinoco. 

It is no wonder that the Americans who 
bako au6h atuff as thia for gospel beliovo that 
the British are greedy and that Canadians 
In particular aro diahonoBt. The Tribune, 
which afleots to know ao mueh aboub the 
treaty of 1825, muet know that the bound- 
ary line between tho Britioh poBaeaaioas and 
Alaaka commences at tho most eouttiern 
point of Prince of A'aloa Idland and follows 
the channel northwardly. Now, starting ub 
the treaty direats, you will not go within a 
hundrodmiloa of Portland Channol or Oirjal, 
whichever you ploaso. To roaoh that body 
of water you will havo to proceed nearly 
duo caab. The oortainty ia, therefore, that 
the boundary lino cannot possibly ascend 
along what is now callod Purtlund canal, 
for going north from tho starting point you 
will never roaoh that oanal, bub you wll 
reach the oooat of tho mainland at tho 
point mentioned in tho treaty, whioh, 
by the way, Portland Canal doos nob touch 
The Tribune's interpretation of tho treaty ia 
clearly absurd, for it makes tho line ba 
tweou Britiah territory and Alaska a goo 



AN UNDISCOVERED MURDERER. 

People are beginning to lose r'aith in the 
old sayiDg " Murder will out," whloh waa 
onoe aooeptcd aa almost a tc'.i cvidonb 
truth. Murdera in theae days are commit- 
ted in orowded cities in the b.oad day- 
light, whero detection, ib might bo sup- 
posed, would be immediate and certain, and 
yet the murderera, in spite of tho boasted 
skill of the modern deteotivo, have not 
beon diaeovored. A murder of thia kind 
took placi in Montroal a few weoka ago. 
A woman living la a populous neighbor- 
hood, and in a houso whioh waa occupied by 
another family, waa foully murdorod soma 
time In the forenooD, yet who tho murderor 
is is still a profound mystery. 

Tho name of the murdorod woman wai 
Demera. She waa tho wife of Napoleon 
D.-mera, a respectable, hard working 
mechanic Under the sumo roof livud the 
1) 'gulaea, father and dauglitor. Tho apart- 
menta of the D^mora'a wore immediately 
abo vo t he rooms whioh tho Di>guiaeB occupied. 
Demera, according to his own aocount, lett 
his home at 6:15 in tho morning to go to hiB 
work. His wife was then ulivo and well. 
A neighbor, MrB. Borgoron, saw Mrs. Domers 
ab twenty minutes past Uvelvo o'olook, in the 
yard, fully dreaaod, Two of hor ohildron 
also saw tho deceased at tho same timo. A 
short timo " after dinuor " Miaa Sauvo wont 
on an errand *o Demera' houae. Sho found 
tho door lookod ond no ono answered 
her rap. Sho flaw Mr. Deguiso, who 
told her to go In by the buck 
door, which sho did, and, soeing 
a naked foot projecting into Mrs. Demers 1 
room, Bho immediately returned. Sho was 
evidontly under the impression that Mrs. 
Dotnors was asleep. At 2:,'10 Mrs. Natol 
went to Mra. Demers' rooms to do aome 
washing. Sho found Mra. Demore lying 
on the Uoor with her throat cut, quito dead 
and cold. Sho was in her night dross and 
tho rooms appeared aB if nothing hud beon 
dono to them during tho day. Tho infant in 
the cradle wub crying for want of food. The 
milk in its bottle waa curdled. Tho child 
was very hungry. A priest passing by at 
the time waa called in and saw the body. 
This was at 2 30. The woman had then 
been a considerable timo dead. A mbdloal 
student who saw tho body immediately 
after it had boen discovered said that " it 
was stiff and white. Tbore was no flexi- 
bility in the hands, the blood waa congealed, 
and ib smelt ; I am poeitive bhab it smelt." 
Tho atate of tho body did nob accord with 
tho fact that she had been seen alive hbiut 
two hours before, The way in which tho 
decoaaed was droased and the condition of 
tho rooma and the appearance of tho ch'.ld 
in tho cradle would all load to the conolu- 
Bion that the woman had not dono any 
work during the day, Ib was found, too, 
that Bho had not eaton anything on tho day 
in whioh she was killed. 

Thoro were no signs in tho room that thero 
had beon u struggle. The woman had re- 
ceived u violent blow on tho top of hor head 
that stunned hor, and while Bhe was in- 
aenaible her throat must have boen cub. 
Tho murderer had evidently left tho houao 
by the front door, for it waa lockod and tho 
key ia not to bo found. Tho house was 
minutely searched from top to bottom, but 
nowhere were traces of blood found and no 
weapon of any kind was discovered. The 
indications all lead to the conclusion 
that tho murder was committod early in tho 
morning. But the evidence of Mrs. Bergeron 
and her children, if it can bo depended 
upun, allows that all those signs were 
fallacious. If they were not mistaken tho 
murdered woman must have returned to hor 
room, changed her drese, beon murdered 
and tho murderer must have mado his escape 
without beini; sesn by anyone, all in half an 
hour or little moro, for not moro than that 
time elapetd af;er she waB Boon by tho 
Borgorons in the yard when she waa dis 
covered by Mine Sauvo lying on tho lloor of 
herb droom. Although the naked foot was 
all that Miss Sauvo saw, it is certain that 
it was Mrs. Demers' foot, and that she was 
then dead Thia must huvc been about one 
o'clock. VN hat makoa thiB mystery more 
myrterioua io the.t Napoleon DemorB ia a 
man who boars an excellent charactor. His 
omplnycra and folio* woikmon like him, 
and his neighbors all speuk woll of him. 
Tho murdered woman WuB a rospsotuble, in- 
otT naive peraon, who had not apparently an 
nuemy in tho world. When this u ifortu- 
uato woman wub killed, why sho was killed, 
and who killed her aro still my»torio8, and 
from present uppearancea likely to romain 



■ trongor bodiea to the rising generation than 
tholr fathers had, and it will bring the city 
and tho country into closer relations than 
havo existed bIuoo the days of tho stage 
ooaoh. What the summer boarder has been 
doing for tho abandoned furma and deserted 
villages of New England the whoolman is 
doiDg for tho regionB surrounding our groat 
oitlea. He ia diitributing through them 
modern ideas and modern waya of living, 
una ia fruoiifylng them w'th gentle diatillu- 
tions of oily wealth. Above all, he la teach- 
ing theae people that a sore way to pros- 
perity lioa biforo them in tho boautifying of 
the country in which thoy live aud in tho 
preservation of all its attractive featureB. 

The progreBB of tho bioyolo haa nob beon 
without opposition. The bioyaliat haa b3on 
tho object of ridicule, ooarae and riBaed, 
malicious and good-natured, loud and low 
voiced. But it has advanced almost beyond 
bhab Bbage. Those who admire and envy 
tho bicyalisb ure in these days far more 
numerous than thoso who laugh at him. An 
uttompt is made to scare tho now raco of 
enthusiasta off their bicyoloa by representing 
that bicyaling is injurious to health, and if 
continued in it will produco d -fortuity. But 
tho wheelmen do not aeem to have taken 
fright at tho bogies raised by the onomios of 
tho wheel. Thon something like a deter- 
mined stand was taken against womon — 
particularly young and handaomo women — 
availing thomsolvos of tho now modo of 
locomotion. Ib was deularud that oxorciso 
on the wheel was union Inine, not to aay 
unladylike, and aome go ao far as to main- 
tain that it is immodoat. Theso opponontB 
of tho b'cycle have not yet ceaaed thoir 
opposition, which has beon to a cortain ox- 
bent BucoeBsful. But it ia ovident that tho 
womon are determined that tho men ahall 
not have a monopoly of the bicycle. Thoy 
quietly and with determination, Ignoring 
tho oritiaisma of the ultra faatidiouB and the 
prudes, in every community in which the 
whool haa beon introduced, aro adopting it 
oithor for pleasure or for business ; and it ia 
beginning to bo admitted that thoy havo 
reason on thoir aid i. A lady oan glide on a 
bicycle with quite aa much propriety and 
with greater oomfort and safety than ahe 
can ride a hard trotting cob or ovon aa am- 
bling pony. Thia aeomanow to bo genorally 
admlttod, and tho conaequenco is that the 
number Bf wheelwomen is constantly in- 
creasing 

A GOOD APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment of Mr. Moreaby to the 
wardenship of tho Westminster penltontiarjr 
will, we have no doubt, bo moab satisfatory 
to the people of the Province. Mr. Moresby 
is aotivo, enorgetie and intelligent. He 
will, it is certain, porform the duties of tho 
otiioe to whioh he haa boen appointed moab 
efficiently. From what we havo hoard of 
Mr, Moresby aa an administrator and a 
diaclpllnarian wo are confident that undor 
his management tho Westminster peni- 
tentiary will booome in every rcapcot a 
model prison.

AMOTHEK MOVE- 

John Haggarty Will Appl> To-diiy for an 
Injunction to Restrain the Mayor from 
SlKiilnir th» Waterworks Contract. 

Thcro was suddon activity on both sidoe 
yesterday in regard to the waterworka con- 
traot. The city, since Mr. Thomas Story 
had decided not to go ahead with tho writ 
he had taken out, mado preparations to com- 
plete the contract with Messrs. Walkley, 
King & Casey. Four o'clock in tho after- 
noon was the timo at which, in accordance 
with the authority given by tho resolution 
passed at tho lasb council moeting, tho 
Mayor was to sign tho dooumontB and affix 
tho civic seal. In tho meantime, however, 
Mr. John Haggarty, tho lowoab tendorer, 
entered the field, und through MoBsrs. 
Vatoa & J„y, took proceedings 
for an injunction restraining the Mayor 
from comploting tho contract, tho same rea- 
sona being given aB in Mr. Story'a atatomont 
of claim. The paporB wore made out, but 
us Mr. Justice Drake was Bitting in the 
county court and Mr. Justice Creaso was 
busy, it was found impossible to got the 
matter beforo a judgo. Tho Mayor, how- 
ever, consented to postpone tho signing of 
the contract to allow Mr. Haggarty a 
chance of being hoard by tho court. So 
that everything now Is In abeyance till to- 
day. 

The application will bo mado bofore Mr. 
Justice Drako to-day. The affidavits on 
whioh lb ia based are thoso of Mr. John 
Haggarty and Mr. Thomas Story. Mr. 
Haggarty's affidavit sots f orth that ho is able 
and willing to carry out the contract at the 
figures for whioh ho tendered. Mr. Story's 
affiduvlt in reoltlng that Haggarty's tendor 
is tho lowosb poles out that it is only $1,050 
below the estimate of the oity waterworks 
engineer. It also states that tho affiant be- 
lieves that tho council havo not examined 
Mr. Haggarty's figures and states that ho, by 
reason of being more accustomed to excavat- 
ing, filling and earth work than almost any 
other contractor in the city, la particularly 
oapabio of doing the proposed work. As a 
ratepayer Mr. Story nbjeots theroforo to the 
oity expending $10,557 moro on tho contract 
than tho sum Mr. Haggarty offered to do it 
for.

FROM CARIBOO 

Some of tho Work That Ib Being Done In 
Mining Development. 

Mr. Joseph Pelr»on returned last night 
from a somewhat extended trip to the 
Cariboo distrlcb. In regard to the Cariboo 
and Horsefly claims he had no later nowa 
than that already published. Tho big ditch 
on tho Cariboo will, ib Is expeatod, bo com- 
pleted in five weeks, and will give a good 
supply of water. Mr. Herman Is about half 
through his survey for tho Quesnelle Forks 
canal and hydraulic company, and considers 
the locality very favorable for putting in a 
ditch for hydraulio purposes, tho head 
averaging from 200 to 250 feet. 

On the North Fork of tho Quesnelle river 
at a poinb called Capo Horn, work Is going 
on to dlvort tho river so us to. lay bare 
a portion of the prosont river 
bed. Taking advantogo of a bend 
in the river a out has bsen made 
about 050 feot long and ton to tweivo foot 
wide. In this cut the water is now cunning 
at a depth of 2k feet, sluicing it out. Eighty 
foot of the dam work has been completed, 
leaving about 140 foot still to build to com- 
plete the work. By this somothing like 
.3,000 feet of river bed will be laid bare. 
Mr. Peirson panned out dirt at various 
places there and found more or Iqsb oolora of 
gold in every pan. Tho proBpeots of making 
a good sucoess of operations are considered 
extremely favorable.

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CHAPTER XXIL 
ISLKS OF WINTER, 

Arnold Willoughby had a stroriR consti- 
tution, but that Hucond summer iu the 
northern seas told upon his health even 
more seriously than fill his previous seafar- 
ing. Perhaps it was the result of his great 
disappointment; perhaps It was tho sense 
of nothing left In this life) to live for, but 
at any rate he grew thin and weak and 
lost heart for his work In a way that was 
unusual with so vigorous a tailor. The 
skipper, as h<5 looked at him, thought Wil- 
loughby wouldn't ever be lit for another 
sealing voyugc — thought it in that hard, 
purely objective way that is habitual to 
skippers iu dealing with seamen. And Ar- 
nold Willough by himself began to recog- 
nize the fuot that ho was growing ill and 
worn with these continued hardships. Life 
had been a failure for him. His day was 
over. He was one of those, he feared, who 
must go to the wall in the ceaseless strug- 
gle for life which nature imposes upon us. 

But at any rate lie would go to the wall 
like a man; he would live or die on his own 
earnings; he never went back for a mo- 
ment upon the principles he bad established 
for himself iu early manhood. From the 
day when he saw bis cousin Algy's claim 
admitted in full by the bouse of lords he 
considered himself as nothing more than 
Arnold Willough by, an al/lebodied seaman, 
and not even that now, as things were tak- 
ing him. Yet he was himself for all that. 
Even though yon go sealing on the Green- 
land coasts you can't quite get rid of the 
cultivated habits and tastes of a geutle- 
jnan. Arnold Willoughby, for his part, 
never desired to get rid of them. He loved 
the things of tho mind tii apite of every- 
thing. 

During his earlier years of apprenticeship 
to the perils of the sea ho yearned iir art. 
Now he had given up art for the m< iment 
He took instead to literature. The sa' ..ore in 
the fo'c's'le of the Sheriff Ivory of Dundee 
were much amused from time to time at 
Willoughby's rummy way of writing at odd 
moments in a pocketbook he kept by him, 
and Indeed at all spare hours lie was en- 
gaged by himself in a curious piece of work, 
whose meaning and import the average 
mariner's mind could hardly fathom. 

He was deciphering and translating tho 
Elizabethan English sailor's manuscript 
which he had picked up by accident in the 
little shop at Venice. He did it merely to 
please himself, and therefore he was able 
to spend agreat deal more time and trouble 
over doing it to perfection than ho could 
possibly have spent if he were one of the 
miserable drudges who live by the profes- 
sional pursuit of letters under our hard 
faced regime. He translated it carefully, 
lovingly, laboriously. Day after day iu his 
spare moments he took out a page at a time 
and transcribed and Englished it with 
studious pains in his little pocket note- 
book. For two seasons ho had gone on 
with this amateur authorship, if such it 
might he called, and toward the end of the 
second he had pretty fairly finished his 
allotted task wcrk. 

But the fo'c's'le of a sealer in full pur- 
suit of oii is by no means an ideal place for 
literary composition. Many a time and 
oft Arnold was interrupted by rude pleas- 
antries or angry calls; many a time he was 
delayed by the impossibility of finding 
room for a few minutes' work even on so 
humble a basis. At last, one afternoon, 
toward the close of the sealing season, he 
was told off with a dozen other men for a 
run in a boat down the icebound coast in 
search of fresh sealing grounds. Ills party 
was on the lookout for Greenland seals, 
which usually bask and flounder In the sun 
on the blocks In ice floes, and they had 
rowed to a considerable distance from their 
ship without perceiving any "fish," as the 
sealers call them. Their road lay through 
& floating mass of blue cyrstalllne ice 
blocks. 

At last the pack grew too thick for them 
to penetrate any farther, and the bo'sun in 
charge, blowing his whistle from the stern, 
gave the word to return to the Sheriff Ivory. 
They rowed back again about half a knot, 
in full sight of their ship, when it became 
gradually apparent that they were becom- 
ing surrounded by icebergs. A change iu 
the wind brought them along unexpectedly. 
One after another the great white moun-

tninsloomed up and approached them from 
all sides, apparently sailing in every direc- 
tion at once, though really, of course, only 
veering with the breeze from different quar- 
ters in tho same general direction. The 
bo'sun looked at them with some dislike. 

"Ah doan't care for barge," he said in his 
thick Sunderland dialect. "'Tha've got 
naw pilot aboord." And indeed tho Ice- 
bergs seemed to be drifting in every direc- 
tion, hither and thither at random, with- 
out much trace of a rudder. Closer and 
closer they drew, those huge glacial islands, 
two large ones in particular almost block- 
ing the way to tho ship in front of them. 
The bo'sun looked at them again. "Tooru 
her aboot, boys," ho said onco more in a 
very decided way. "Easy all; bow side. 
Row liko blazes, you oother tins! Ah'm 
thinkin we'll naw be able to break through 
them by that quarter.''' 

The men turned tho boat instantly in 
obedience to his word and began rowing 
for their lives in tho opposite direction. It. 
was away from tho ship, but in their pres- 
ent strait tho first thing to be thought of 
was avoiding tho present danger from tho 
icebergs at all hazards. By and by the 
bo'sun spoke again. "Ah'm thinkin," ho 
said slowly, "tha're toornin themsels this 
way, mates." 

Arnold WlUoughby glanced round. It 
was only too true. The icebergs, which 



-were two enormous blocks of white shim- 
mering f crystal, half a mile or more in 
length, had shifted their courso somewhat 
and were now coining together apparently, 
both behind and in frout of them. The 
boat lav helpless iu a narrow channel of 
blue water between high walls of ice that 
glistened in the sun like chalk dill's in 
August. 

At the rate tho bergs were moving, it 
would tal e onl> some 10 or lii minutes for 
them to shock and shiver against one an- 
other's sides. Tho prospect was appalling. 
Human arms could hardly carry the boat 
free of their point of contact before they 
finally collided. In that moment ofdangei 
not a word was spoken. Every man saw 
the peril for himself at once and bent for- 
ward to the long sweeps with terrible in- 
tensity of energy.

Yet, on the whole, they drew 
steadily nearer and nearer, till at last Ar- 
nold Willoughby, looking up, saw the 
green crystal mountains rising almost 
sheer above their heads to the terrific 
height of several hundred feet, like huge 
cliffs of alabaster. 

"Nbo, look oot, boys," the bo'sun cried in 
a solemn voice of warning; "fcha'll strike 
aforo long. " And every eye in tho boat was 
fixed at ouce 'is bespoke on the approaching 
monsters. 

Scarcely room was left between them foi 
the boat to pass out, and she was still many 
yards from the point where the blue chan- 
nel Dot ween the bergs began to widen again. 
A sort of isthmus of water, a narrow, open 
strait, intervened between them and the 
wider part of the interval. Two clashing 
capes of Ice obstructed it. 

On and on came the great mountains of 
glistening while still, tall, terrible, beau- 
tiful, in iri" le energy. The men 
crouched and red. Arnold Willough- 

by knew their • last moment had come. 
There was no way out of it now. In an- 
other second the bergs would crash together 
with a thunder of the sea, their litt le cock- 
boat would bo shivered to fragments before 
the might;,' masses of the jarring ice moun- 
tains, and they themselves, mere atoms, 
would bo -crushed to a pulp as instantly 
and unconsciously as an ant Is crushed un- 
der the wheel of a carriage. Not a man 
tried to pull another stroke at tho oars. 
Every eye was riveted on the horrible mov- 
ing de,r Their arms were as if paralyzed. 
They eouhl hut look and look, awaiting 
their end in speech less .terror. 

At that awful moment, just before the 
unconscious musses struck and shivered 
into pieces, a Hood of strange thought 
broke at once over Arnold Willoughby's 
mind, and it summed itself up In the thou- 
sandfold repetition of the one word — Kath- 
leen, Kathleen, Kathleen, Kathleenl 

He thought it over and over again in a 
sudden agony of penitence. With a rush 
it burst in upon him that he had done 
wrong, grievously wrong, to be so hasty 
and impulsive. What misery he might 
have caused her! What injury he might 
have inflicted! After all, no man can ever 
be quite eertaiu even iu his interpretation 
of the most seemingly irresistible facts. 
What wrong he might have done her — ah, 
heaven, how irrevocable!

Even before he had 
finished thinking it a noise like thundwor 
the loud rumble of an earthquake deaf- 
ened their ears with its roar, redoubled and 
ingeminated. Tho bergs hail met and 
clashed together in very truth, and all na- 
ture seemed to clash with them. A horrible 
boiling and seething of the water around 
them — a fearful shower of ice shot upon 
them by tons! And then, just before Ar- 
nold Willoughby closed his eyes and ceased 
to think or feel, he was dimly aware of 
some huge body from above crushing and 
mangling him helplessly. Pains darted 
through him with fierce spasms, and then 
all was silence. 

Half an hour passed away before Arnold, 
lying stiff, was again conscious of anything.

At nound of the voice, which came from 
one of his fellow sailors, Arnold strove to 
raise himself on his arm.

But one other man 
lay worse crushed than himself— a mangled 
mass of clotted blood and torn rags of 
clothes at the bottom of the boat, while a 
second one by his side, still alive, but bare- 
ly that, groaned horribly at intervals in 
the throes of deadly agony. 

Arnold lay back once more, quite passive 
nil the while as to whet her they escaped or 
were engulfed. He was weak and faint 
wit h pain, and so far as he thought of any- 
thing at ajl thought merely in a dim way 
that he would like to live if only for one 
thing — to see Kathleen liesslegrave. 

Hours passed before he knew what had 
really happened, It was a curious accident. 
An iceberg is a huge floating mass of ice, 
only an insignificant part of which shows 
visibly above water. The vastly greater 
portion is submerged and unsuspected. It 
is impossible, of course, to guess at tho 
shape of this submerged part any more 
than one could guess at the shape of the 
submerged part of a piece of Ice as it bobs 
up anil down in a glass by observation of 
tho bit that protrudes above the water. 

These particular icebergs, however, had 
such exceptionally sheer and perpendicular 
sides that they looked like huge fragments 
of an extended icefield broken off laterally. 
They seemed to show that tho submerged 
portion was (lush with the cliffs they ex- 
hibited above water. Had that been quite 
so, Arnold Willoughby's boat could never 
have escaped complete destruction. It 
would have been staved in and crushed be- 
tween the great colliding walls liko a nut 
under a steam hammer. But, as it hap- 
pened, the submerged block was slightly 
larger in that direction than the visible 
portion, and the bergs thus crashed to- 
gether for the most part under water, caus- 
ing a commot ion and eddy which very near- 
ly succeeded in swamping tho boat, and 
which rendered rowing for a minute or two 
wholly impossible. 

At tho same time a projecting pinnaclo 
that jutted cut above from the face of the 
clilT came in contact with unother part of 
the opposing iceberg, and shivering into 
fragments a hundred yards away from them 
broke up with such force that many of its 
shattered pieces were hurled into the boat, 
which they, too, threatened to swamp, but 
which fortunately resisted by tho mere elas- 
ticity of the water about them. 

For a minute or two all on board had 
been tumult and confusion. It wus ioipoa- 



-slble for those who were less seriously hurt 
to decide offhand upon the magnitude of 
the .disaster or to tell whether tho bergs, 
recoiling with tho shock, might not wheel 
and collide again or losu balance and ca- 
reeu, sucking them under as they went 
with tho resulting eddy. As a matter of 
fnct, however, the collision, which had been 
littlo more than a mere sideward gliding, 
like tho kiss of a billiard ball, was by no 
means a serious one. Tho two mov'ug 
mountains just touched and glanced off, 
ricocheting, as it were, and leaving the boat 
free in a moment to proceed upon her 
course. But as soon as the bo'sun could 
collect his wits and his men for a final ef- 
fort, he found that one was dead, while 
two more, including Arnold Willoughby, 
laywounded and senseless at the bottom 
of the gig, whether actually dead or only 
dying they knew not. 

Summoning up all their remaining nerve, 
the uninjured men seized their oars once 
more and rowed for dear life in the direc- 
tion of the open. It was half an hour or so 
before they could consider themselves at 
all clear of tho ice, and even then they had 
no idea of the distance from the ship, for 
the Sheriff Ivory herself could nowhere be 
sighted. For hours they rowed on helpless- 
ly over the trackless waves. It was dark 
before they sighted the missing ship in 
front of them. By the time they had reach- 
ed It Arnold Willoughby, now faint and 
half unconscious with cold and exposure, 
hardly realized as yet the full extent of his 
injuries. 

But when next morning he woke agaiu 
in his bunk after a night of semiuncon- 
sciousness he discovered that his arm was 
really broken, and, worse still, that his 
right hand was so crushed and maimed as 
to be almost useless. 

The voyage back to Dundee was for Ar- 
nold a terrible one. Ho lay most of the 
time in Ids hammock, for he was now use- 
less as a "hand," and his arm, clumsily 
set by tho mate and the bo'sun, gave hi in 
a great deal of trouble in the small hours 
of the morning. Moreover, his outlook for 
the future was exceedingly doubtful. It 
was clear he would never again be fit to go 
to sea, while the damage to his hand, 
which he feared was Irrevocable, would 
make it impossible for him to return to 
tho trade of painter. 

Whither to turn for a living when he 
reached home again ho knew not. Nay, 
even tho desire to see Kuthleen again. 
Which had come over him so flurcely when 
he sat under the shadow of the Impending 
Iceberg, grew much feebler and fainter now 
that he felt how impossible it would be for 
him in future ever to provide for her live 
lihood. More than at any previous time 
t he self deposed earl began to realize to him- 
self what a failure iie had proved on equal 
terms wi th his fellow man in tho struggle 
for existence. 

Yet even If you are a failure it is some- 
thing to accept your position bravely, and 
Arnold Willoughby always uccepted his 
own like a man with that cheery pessimism 
which is almost characteristic of his caste 
In England.

London, July 4. — Tho -mount of bullion 
gone into the Bank of England on balance 
to-day la £36,000. 

The weekly abatement of the Bank of 
Franoe, issued to-day, shows the following 
changes as compared with tho previous ac- 
count. Notes in circulation, incrouso 59,- 
975.000 franoe. Treasury accounts, ourront 
inoreaeo 58,700 000 francs. Gold in hand, 
deoroaso, 4,875,000 francs, 
deoreaeo 47,150,000 francs, 
decrease 8,5'Jo.OOU franca. 

Mrs. Taskor, wife of Joseph TaBker, tho 
young spendthrift who came prominontly 
before the publia some timo ago Id connec- 
tion with tho Buit which ho brought against 
a well known jewelry firm of Bond streot, 
alleging that he had been overcharged in bis 
purchases of the faniom Agra diamond at 
$75,000, as well as in tho purchase of other 
valuablo jewelry. Is suing for divorce. Mrs. 
Taskor claims that her husband is living 
with an American, Mrs. Rhodes. 

The remains of Prof. Huxley, who died on 
June 29 at Hadeslea, near EaBtbnurno, wero 
quietly buried in Finohley cemetory. 

Mrs. Pearl Craigie (Juhn Olive Hobba) 
has been granted a divorce from her bus 
band, a olerk in the Bink of England, on 
tho ground of oruelty and unfaithfulness 
upon his part. 

A fissure h is appeared in the northwett 
sido of tho great oone of Mount Vesuvius 
and a dense stream of lava is flowing down 
tho mountain side. 

The Russian loan has been signed. 

The Spanish minister for the colonies, 
Senor Abarzuza, has arrangod with tbo 
Bank of Spain to advanco funds with whioh 
to proseoute the campaign against the in 
surgentB on the Island of Cuba. 

A military balloon exploded to-day In a 
Bhed of one of the barraoka at Berlin. Three 
soldiers were injured and one was killed. 

Ernest von Plonor, minister of finance for 
Austria in the late cabinet, announces that 
owing to his failure to form a coalition of 
moderate parties, he has decided to retire 
from active political life. 

A minister of the diplomatic service and 
a olose friend of Prince Bismarck is respon- 
sible for the statement that the reports of 
preparations for an outbreak of hostilities 
between Russia and Japan are oorreot. He 
ia of the opinion that a secret treaty of 
alliance has been concluded between Great 
Britain and the Japanese government. 

One of the moat disastrous fires in reoent 
yeara occurred at Godlllot's military out- 
fitting establishment, between the Ruo 
Roohehourt and tbe Rue Condeeret Tues- 
day. The water failed, and aevoral house; 
in the vicinity were burned. Ono man waB 
killed and fifteen injured. Two thousand 
people were thrown out of employment, and 
275 people are left homeless. The property 
was insured for 1,000,000 franoa. The 
Cbroniole'a Paris dispatch eays that It la esti- 
mated that the fire will oauae damage of 
2,000,000 francs. A repulaive aspeot of the 
torrlble event waa the presence of a orowd 
of thieves, who ransacked the neighboring 
houses, frightening people and seizing the 
things portable. 

At the Duke of Argyle'a request tho Times 
publishes a resolution of sympathy with 
Armenia, pasBod at Toronto in May by the 
National Council of Women of Canada. 

The representatives of tho W. C. T. U. 
left London on Tuesday for Paris. Liter 
in the summer the monster petition of tho 
W.C.I. U, will be presented to tho govern- 
ments at St. Petersburg, Copenhagen, Stock- 
holm, Rome and Athons. There was a vig- 
orous discussion at tho conference on the 
subject of bills providing for local oontrol of 
the liquor tr&fiic. The Amerioan delegates 
wero opposed to the suggested modifioatione 
of Sir William Vernon Haroourt'a bill to 
compensate tho holdors of expired licenses 
by funds raised by imposing a high license 
upon surviving public houses. 

A dlspatoh from Sofia says tho situation 
almost amounts to a state of war betwoen 
Bulgaria and Turkey. News has been re- 
ceived at the Bulgarian capital that two 
bands, composed of 75 and 100 men re- 
spectively, havo oroBsed the Bulgarian fron- 
tier into Turkish territory, where they cap- 
tured two Turkish aoldiera. The govern- 
ment of Bulgaria has rcqueBtod tho Turkish 
government to explain the orders issued to 
commander of the Turkish troops at Adria- 
nople to act on his own initiative along tho 
Bulgarian frontier. At tbe same time the 
Bulgarian government has notified the porto 
that the duty of watching over tho soourity 
of Its frontier compels it to tako tho mili- 
tary measures required under tho circum- 
stances. 

The Chinese legation at St. PetorBburg 
formally denlee the rumors of a breakdown 
in tbo negotiations for tho Chinese loan 
guaranteed by Russia. A denial is alBO 
made of the reported participation in tho 
loan by England and the United Statoa. 

General Duchesne, commander of the 
French forces on tho Island of Madagascar, 
ttlegrupha from Majunga, via Port LouiB, 
island of Mauritius, that aevoral thousand 
Hovas who rocently attacked tho Frenah 
troops at Soarasoatra were repulsed with 
groat loas. Tho French ciptured 470 tentB, 
the standard of tho Queen of Madagascar, a 
number of picoes of artillery and a quantity 
of ammunition. 

Tho Times, commenting upon tho largo- 
neoB of the Cahine', says that Lord Salisbury, 
tho Duke of Dovonehiro, Mr. Balfour, Mr. 
Gosohon and Mr. Chamberlain will consti- 
tute an Inner olrolo for the taking of tho 
Initiative in important questione of policy. 

Tho Daily News, tho Liberal organ, aays 
that thoro is much heart-burning at the 
Carlton Club, t he Conservative headquarters, 
at allowing eo many Tories out of tho 
Ministry Many disappointed Tories are 
asking whether Lord Salisbury or Mr. 
Chamberlain ia at the head of the Govern- 
ment.

HE LOVED TOO WELL- 

A Young Texas Fanner Submits to a Supreme 
Test of Ills AH! ctlou— Ills Girl 
Banged Ilim. 

Ramirena, July 4 —After a moat rigid 
examination by the coroner yesterday, Miss 
Boaaio Harris, daughter of a wealthy farmer, 
confessed sho had banged Albert Blaokman, 
a suitor of whom eho waa insanely j .aloua. 
The body wua found hanging in a lonely- 
spot, and tho general impression was that be 
had committed saioide. It was, however, 
suggested to tho coroner to subjeot MIbh 
Harris to a severe examination, an tho dead 
man wan last seen in b^r company. Being 
requested to toll all she knew about the case 
ahe said that lilaokmnn, a well-to-do young 
furmer, had been d urting her in opposition 
to thii wishes of hir parents, who did not 
ebj :o'. to him on account of his habits, but 
maintained ehe was too young, being scarcely 
18 years old, and had hoped that she would 
far.oy a relative living in another state. 
Finding ihey could not ohange her airoution 
by threat*, they began a systematio attack 
upon her jealous nature, tolling her than 
Blackmau was engaged to another girl. She 
gave him no obnnce to explain a>vay tho re- 
port., but at her father's suggestion r< quest- 
ed Blaokman to givo her a teat of hia love by 
letting her hang him, promising to let him 
down in time to save his life. Blackmau 
readily submitted to tbe tOBt. On the night 
of the murder Bhe lod him to a lonely spot 
whore her father waa in hiding with a ropo. 
Exauuing hnraelf pho procured tho rope, and 
returning placed it about Blaokman'e neck. 
Ho had littlo fear of the result, as he felt Bho 
had not enough strungth to pull him from 
tho ground. After the rope had been placod 
over a limb and drawn taut her father ap- 
peared, and he and tho girl pulled Black- 
man from tho ground and tied the rope. She 
would have cue him down, but her father 
montioned iho mythiual othor woman and 
her heart hardened. After the body be- 
came rigid sho lowered the form to tho 
ground and with tho assistance of her father 
ari'nngod matters to givo an appearance of 
suicide. Her confession has caused a pro- 
nounced sensation, and lynching was avert- 
ed by the offiaiala, who immediately after 
the oonfosnion placed them under arreab and 
spirited them away, The girl has also been 
arrested on the charge of murder.

CUBA'S INSURRECTION. 

Natives All Over the Island In Sympathy With 
the Revolutionary Movement, 

Philadelphia, July 4. — Bernardo J. 
Buneo, a member of tho banking firm of J. 
Baneo & Co., of Santiago do Cuba, and a 
captain in the Cuban army, who has just 
arrived in this city. In speaking of the 
Cuban revolution said tho hospitals aro 
filled with Spanish Boldiera suffering from 
yellow fever. 

" Wo huvo moro men than wo need for 
fighting purposes," continuod Senor Buneo. 
" Tho Cubans all over the island sympathize 
with tho revolutionists. In the last war the 
Spanish trnopB used to chase us around from 
plaoo to place ; now it is tho rovorse ; we 
have to look for thorn, for thoy are not in- 
clined to ahow muoh righting. 

" The Spanish troops are already some- 
what demoralized. In the province of San- 
tiago alono there aro about 12,000 revolu- 
tionists. It is not men, but arms and am- 
munition, that are neoded. 

" While it is undoubtedly true that Jose 
Marti is dead, the report circulated by the 
Spanish officials that Gen. Maximo Gomtz 
has boon wounded is utterly false." 

Havana, July 3 — Capb. Hornando, of tho 
civil guards, and Captain Mill at the head 
of their dotatohments, engaged the insur- 
gent forces at Gaguiran, Santiago do Cuba, 
The insurgents commanded by Aldana and 
Sabo, lost eight killed; eight were wounded, 
including Chief Aldana and Juan Leon. The 
same opposing forces had another skirmish 
on Tuesday and the Insurgents were dis- 
persed after losing two morn killed. Ten 
members of the Insurgent band, commanded 
by Pineo, has surrendered at Carthagsnia, 
San Diego Clara. 

Washington, July 4.— Official informa- 
tion received horo atatea that tho roaaon for 
the detention by tho Unitod States authori- 
ties at Key West of a small outter, is that 
she ia charged with filibustering. Tho five 
men on board have been hold on suspicion of 
being Cuban filibuBterers.
